day morning. It's gonna be pret­ 
ty good.” 
Comm ander McDivitt replied: 
"T hat's fine and dandy. Stu, you 
did good w ork.” 
Roosa reported a forecast of 
"winds of 15 knots and seas four 
to five feet with a few higher 
swells.” 
This is well within the limits 
of 28-knot winds and eight-foot 
waves that flight contollers con­ 
sider acceptable.

PARIS (A Pi - Millions of 
French workers went on a 24- 
hour strike today to pressure

and other public services cut 
throughout France, the price of 
gold fell back from the record 
levels it had reached over the 
past week. 
The biggest drop cam e in P ar­ 
is itself where the price for an 
ounce of gold fell 86 cents from 
its 21-year peak of $48.26 on 
Monday. Drops in the price also 
were reported in London and 
Zurich. 
Millions of Frenchm en strug­ 
gled through the day without 
many essential services. 
Suburban trains stayed in the 
stations, but some long-distance 
trains ran. Candles or portable 
gas lam ps were the only illumi­ 
nation in thousands of shops and 
cafes.

Claims More Than 
Ray Involved In 
. 
Assassination 


MEMPHIS, 
Tenn.

- 
The widow of M artin Luther 
King Jr., says his assassination 
was the work of more than one 
person and is still on the con­ 
science of the nation despite the 
sentencing of Jam es E arl Ray 
to 99 years in prison. 
The Rev. Ralph David Aber­ 
nathy, who took over leadership 
of Dr. King's civil rights organi­ 
zation. says he is convinced by 
R ay’s admission of guilt itself 
that the m urder was part of a 
conspiracy. 
"There are the unanswered 
questions," 
com m ents 
author 
William 
Bradford 
Huie, 
who 
wrote 
Ray’s 
biography 
while 
Ray was awaiting trial on the 
m urder charge. 
But while these and other dis­ 
senting voices were being heard 
Dist. Atty. Philip M. Canale re­ 
iterated at a post sentencing in­ 
terview Monday night that the 
state had uncovered no evidence 
at all of conspiracy. 
Canale said the sum s of mon­ 
ey Ray spent hopping around 
the United States and Canada 
and finally to Europe, which 
seem ed 
to som e 
suspiciously 
large, probably cam e from the 
assassin's 
own 
efforts 
as 
a 
sm uggler and holdup man. 
Ray "got money from several 
sources, 
Canale told newsmen, 
and saved a “ fairly substantial 
sum of money while in prison” 
in Missouri before the escape 
which led ultim ately to King's 
death by a rifle bullet on th t 
balcony of a Memphis motel. 
Canale said his investigators 
believed Ray mailed the money 
out of the prison before he es­ 
caped. 
Canale added that the investi­ 
gators 
believe 
Ray 
obtained 
tunds in "one arm ed robbery 
and 
maybe two robberies in 
M ontreal,” one in London, and 
profited by smuggling jewelry 
and drugs into the United States 
after his prison break.

A Justice Departm ent spokes­ 
man in Washington said R ay’s 
plea of guilty had not closed the 
books on its original investiga­ 
tion of a possible conspiracy. 
In Atlanta. Coretta King, the 
widow, said R ay's plea of guilty 
"cannot be allowed to close the 
case, to end the search for the 
many fingers which helped pull 
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clerk, handed over the money 
after the lone bandit pulled a 
large caliber revolver and w arn­ 
ed her, " I ’m not kidding; I’m 
serious. Give me all of it, even 
down there.” After he cocked 
the revolver, the clerk turned 
over the money.

a cabinet beneath a cash draw er 
where the Western Union mon­ 
ey was kept. 
After taking the money, the 
arm ed robber forced Miss Es­ 
kew to lie on the floor and lied 
on foot out the front door of the 
motel.

WASHINGTON (A Pi - Presi­ 
dent Nixon called in Republican

There were some indications, 
too, as Nixon ended a three-day 
Florida stay Monday night that 
the decision he promised last 
week might be announced in a 
national radio-television appear­ 
ance. 
Nixon said at the outset of his 
F’lorida weekend that he would 
be spending his tim e studying 
the ABM and he spent his last 
day at Key Biscayne discussing 
it with Henry A. L. Kissinger, 
his special assistant for national 
security affairs. 
The P resident’s options 
ap­ 
peared to include delaying de­ 
ployment of the $5-bi!lion sys­ 
tem still longer, perhaps until 
after disarm am ent talks can get 
started with the Soviets; cancel 
the project altogether; or go 
ahead wih a modified version 
Pentagon officials were sav­ 
ing Monday that a decision to 
shift Sentinel sites farther from 
cities would virtually rule out 
any significant expansion of the 
system for years. 
The President was believed to 
have reviewed such a move as 
one of several com prom ises to 
meet Senate criticism that the 
system 
would 
evolve 
into 
a 
much costlier project 
and to 
meet the criticism of local resi­ 
dents who fear accidental deto­ 
nation of nuclear warheads. 
The Sentinel system is com­ 
prised 
of 
two 
m issiles—the 
Spartan, which is designed to in­ 
tercept an incoming missile 400 
to 500 miles out and the Sprint, 
designed to intercept at 30 to 40 
miles. 
Pentagon officials said putting 
the Spartan sites too far away 
from the cities would make it 
difficult and much more expen­ 
sive to effectively add Sprints.

HE SAID bu sin ess an d u n ion s ‘‘face a n ew 
ball g ame an d 1949 wag e an d price decision s 
"m u st be con sisten t with the econ omic en v iron ­ 
men t of the fu tu re which will be less in flation ­ 
ary . 
The former Un iv ersity of Michig an econ omic* 
professor rejected the wag e g u idelin e policy 
u sed by both the Ken n edy an d John son admin is­ 
tration s in u n su ccessfu l attempts to hold wag e 
an d price in creases at acceptable lev els. 
Econ omic adv isers had set the acceptable in ­ 
crease at 3.2 per cen t du rin g both the Demo­ 
cratic admin istration s 
Mr McCracken said “Hig h-lev el man hou rs 
spen t in cajolery to keep bu sin ess an d labor 
within this g u idelin e mig ht, at least so history 
su g g ests, be better spen t dealin g with the fu n ­ 
damen tals that produ ce an d in flation ary en v i­ 
ron men t. 
In spite of his disdain for the Ken n edy -John - 
son g u idelin es, Mr. McCracken is, in effect, 
askin g for the same thin g in basically the same 
man n er. 
The differen ce is the lack of a n u merical 
g u idelin e on the part of the Nix on admin istra­ 
tion . 
The 
two 
prev iou s admin istration s warn ed 
bu sin ess an d labor they faced seriou s trou ble if 
g u idelin es were ig n ored 
Labor u n ion s sou g ht 
an d g ot record con tracts an d prices wen t u p ac­ 
cordin g ly . 
Mr. McCracken warn ed bu sin ess an d u n ion s 
II they ig n ored in flation an d refu sed to try an d 
stem it, they wou ld face “u comfortably soft 
markets an d ‘cou rt the risk of u n employ ­ 
men t. 
Mr. McCracken is rig ht as were his predeces­ 
sors. The problem is the same as before an d 
there is n o reason to believ e a call for v olu n ­ 
tary restrain t will be an y more effectiv e n ow 
than it was the last time arou n d.

For more than fou r mon th, 
n ow, this u n ion has picketed 
an d prev en ted the completion 
o f an airmen ’s dormitory a t 
this base — site of the Mili­ 
ta ry Airlift Comman d 
an d 
cen tral airport for retu rn of 
the wou n ded from Vietn am. 
This u n ion , Capen ters Local 
4 33, has prev en ted some 400 
Vlrl., WaMi 
u n married U S airmen from mov in g in to tha 
larg e dormitory by refu sin g to complete the iob 
with the han g in g of 
32 doors. This wou ld take 
some 15 day s an d wou ld open the bu ildin g to 
men n ow harassed by hav in g to liv e an d stu dy 
in rickety World War II shacks, or by triplin g 
u p elsewhere on the base, or by hav in g to trav ­ 
el to off-base accommodation s 
THE UNION is deman din g pen alty pay for 
doors already hu n g — becau se those doors 
ca me precu t. T ie u n ion wan ts the u n ion ized 
co ntra cto r, who pu rchased these precu t door* 
fro m a u n ion plan t man n ed by u n ion carpen ­ 
ters. members of the same n ation al brother­ 
hood, to pay fou r hou rs' pen alty time for each 
door already hu n g , as well as the u n fitted 32. 
An d at the rate of $5.8 0 a hou r. Or almost 
$7.000. 
To the small con tractor, whose profit marg in 
already is slim, it's the mon ey as well as the 
prin ciple.

WASHINGTON — Time was when the Ameri­ 
can press imposed u pon Itself what was called 
a "v olu n tary cen sorship.” Du rin g the two world 
wars the n ews media felt a respon sibility n ot to 
disclose fu tu re troop mov emen ts or plan n ed 
strateg y , as this mig ht be u tilzed to ou r disad­ 


v an tag e by the en emy . 
Today the Un ited States is ag ain in the midst 
of war an d more than 535.000 troops in the 
armed eerv lces are actu ally en g ag ed In fig htin g 
a ru thless esemy . Is It proper for an y of the 
n ewspapers or other media to rev eal the details 
of a decision -makin g process on military mat­ 
ters by a presiden t of the Un ited States within 
the last twelv e mon ths’ 


THERE HAVE JUST been pu blished some 
len g thy articles pu rportin g to g iv e the in side 
story of how decision s were reached to halt tha 
bombin g of North Vietn am 
Also the in side 
pressu res for a differen t policy an d the atti­ 
tu des of the adv isers of Presiden t John son were 
described In detail 
All this mu st hav e been 
read av idly in Han oi. Moscow an d Pekin g 
Former Presiden t John son has properly au ­ 
thorized the issu an ce of a statemen t on his be­ 
half In Washin g ton deplorin g the pu blication of 
what he terms in accu rate stories. Mr John ­ 
son ’s v iew is as follows: 
“There has been a g ood deal of specu lation 
an d pu blic discu ssion abou t the con sideration s 
that led Presiden t John son to an n ou n ce a limit­ 
ed bombin g halt on March 31, 1968 These ac­ 
cou n ts do n ot con form to Presiden t John son ’s 
records. 
"This is n ot the time for a fu ll an aly sis of 
that decision Bu t it 1s time to poin t ou t that 
there are major in accu racies in the v ariou s re­ 
ports lest those in accu racies become history be­ 
fore the fu ll record Is pu blished an d lest the 
American people an d ou r frien ds an d others 
abroad be misled.” 
Most n ewspapers du rin g war periods hav e 
lean ed toward su ppression ev en when in dou bt, 
an d the prin ciple of a “v olu n tary cen sorship” 
has been scru pu lou sly followed It, of cou rse, 
wou ld be “n ews” to div u lg e what is g oin g on 
behin d the scen es in the office of the comman d- 
er-ln -chief du rin g a war, bu t, as between the 
cou n try ’s in terests an d the opportu n ity for a 
"n ews scoop,” the press has in the past patriot­ 
ically remain ed faithfu l to “v olu n tary cen sor- 
•hip.” 


It Is. therefore, u n fortu n ate that n o con certed 
•ffort has been made to org an ize a “v olu n tary 
cen sorship” procedu re, in cooperation with a 
desig n ated in formation officer in the g ov ern ­ 
men t, to deal with the n ews of the Vietn am 
War. The object wou ld be to av oid the pu blica­ 
tion of military data an d “in side” stories ev en 
when 
fu rn ished 
by 
seemin g ly 
au thoritativ e 
eou rces su ch as some former staff members of 
the prev iou s admin istration . 
T ie articles recen tly prin ted u n wittin g ly por­ 
tray the Un ited States g ov ern men t as v acillat­ 
in g an d lackin g in resolu ten ess. They tell of an 
alleg ed “requ est,” In on e in stan ce, by ou r mili­ 
tary chiefs for more troops which n ev er was 
made. 


Ju st n ow the big qu estion is whether the 
North Vietn amese will con tin u e their offen siv e 
an d whether Presiden t Nix on will au thorize the 
resu mption of bombin g . Tie talks at Paris hav e 
thu s far produ ced n o resu lts, an d the debate 
g oes on as to whether there was or was n ot a 
prev iou s “u n derstan din g ” that the North Viet­ 
n amese wou ld redu ce the in ten sity of their war­ 
fare an d try to reach an ag reemen t.

prov e more seriou s than the presen t con flict. 
Presiden t Nix on n ow is in the process of mak 
n g a decision , bu t it may n ot be immediately 
disclosed. For it is, of cou rse, better to dev eloj 
military mov emen ts secretly , an d g radu ally pu 
them in to fu ll-scale operation withou t tellin g ar 
en emy abou t the plan in adv an ce.

If vou r jewel case is now 
amnlv filled with diamonds, 
ru bies, emeralds and sap­ 
phires. vou might be inter­ 
ested in some of the more 
u nu su al gem materials that 
often have names ending in 
“ite." One that has been in 
the news is the gem Zoisite, 
which has been re-christen­ 
ed 
“Tanzanite” 
bv 
some 
iewelrv firms. 
This is 
a 
brilliant blu e gem that re­ 
sembles a fine blu e Ceylon 
sapphire. 
When 
properly 
cu t it is an especially vivid 
and appealing color, with 
great brilliance.. 


Another lovelv gem is the 
Ku nzite. which is a love v 
soft oink with a slight vio­ 
let tinge. It is also verv 
brilliant 
and 
transparent. 
Again, it is a difficu lt stone 
to cu t orooerlv since it has 
perfect cleavage. 


People who collect gem 
carvings have a wide range 
of u nu su al gem materials 
to choose from, su ch as 
ma­ 
lachite. amazonite. and he­ 
matite. These are opaqu e 
gem stones althou gh the he­ 
matite has a hard brilliance 
that has cau sed it to be 
called “black diamond.” It 
has no relationship to 
a gen­ 
u ine diamond, of cou rse. 


It is impossible for a jew­ 
eler to stock everv tvpe of 
gem stone. However, we do 
have excellent sou rces for 
obtaining th*> finer qu ality 
cu t stones that mak e attrac­ 
tive iewelrv.

The cau sa­ 
tiv e organism is u su ally the in­ 
flu enza bacillu s (not the flu v i­ 
ru s that is going arou nd ), the 
d iphtheria bacillu s, a staphy lo­ 
coccu s o r a streptococcu s. A 
contribu ting cau se is often an 
absence o f gamma globu lin (ag­ 
ammaglobu linemia) 
in 
t he 
child ’s blood . When ev ents oc­ 
cu r with su ch swiftness, there 
ia nev er time to pu t effectiv e 
cu rativ e measu res into u se. 
Q - Oar to o , 7H, has had 
diabetes insipid u s for 18 months. 
T7ie d octor is giv ing him injec­ 
tions of Pitressin whch 
helps 
him. Will this hu rt him in any 


way ? The trou ble started after 
he took griseofu lv in for 
a fu n­ 
gu s infection. Cou ld this dru 
hav e cau sed the d iabetes? Wil 
he ou tgrow it in time? 
A — Diabetes insipidus (u n­ 
q u enchable thirst and the pas­ 
sage of large q u antities of u rine 
withou t any su gar in it) is caus­ 
ed by an abnormality of the 
pitu itary . Vasopressin 
(Pitres­ 
sin), an ex tract of that g land 
will not hu rt y ou r son. It mu st 
be giv en bv injection bu t a new­ 
er sy nthetic prod u ct 8 • ly sine 
v asopressin can be giv en as a 
nasal spray . The fu ngicid e y ou r 
son took had nothing to d o with 
his d iabetes In some bu t not 
all cases this d isease 
is 
ou t­ 
grown. 
Q — Our daug hter 13 has 
Bell’s palsy . Her face was par 
tially paraly zed for awhile bu t 
now the only resid u al effect is 
that her right ey e rolls u pward 
when she blinks. We were told 
that only time can help her. Is 
this tru e? What cau ses this d is­ 
ease* 
A — Bell’s palsy affects o nly 
o ne side o f the face. It is caus­ 
ed bv ex po sure to co ld a tu­ 
mo r pressing o n the facial nerv « 
or a v iru s infection 
in that 
nerv e. Mo st v ictims reco v er 
spontaneou sly and the fact that 
y ou r d au ghter has sho wn so me 
improv ement alread y is an in­ 
d ication that she will 
reco v er 
completely . Fu ll recov ery often
